STEAMER ON FIRE. 
A Blaze on Board the City of Para 
Extinguished With Difficulty. 

New Yor«, Aug. 24.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Pacific Mail steamer City 
of Para, with 29 passengers, arrived at 
Sandy Hook this morning from Aspinwall. 
Parts of her forward hatches were burned 
and scorched and there were outward 
marks of a fire which came very near de- 
Stroying the vessel! and its precious cargo. 
The Para left New York the first part of 
this month withafull cargo of merchan- 
dise, 


She reached Aspinwall in due season, 
and the longshoremen and sailors had dis- 
charged a total of 650 tons of cargo from, 
the hold when fire was discove among 
the cotton and naval stores, which were 
stowed in the forward compartment. This 
was on the evening of August 1ith, two 
days after the vessel’s arrival. The fire h 
complete control of the forehold when dis- 
covered, and before the alarm could be 
sounded great sheets of flames and cviumns 
of blinding smoke filled the air over the for- 
ward part of the craft. 

The flames attracted the attention of the 
ancient fire department of Aspinwall, 
which turned out, and with a pumber of 
American laborers about the dock set to 
work to assist the ple of the steamship 
in extinguishing the flames. All through 
the night. of August 11th the men toiled. 
Several fell exhausted as morning came on 
from overwork. The 12th opened with the 
fire still burning and toward noon of that 
day it looked as if the steamer was doomed. 
During the afternoon of the 12th the flames 
went down as suddenly as they began, and 
at 4 o’clock Capt. Lockwood, skipper of the 
steamer, reported the fire extinguished. A 
very considerable quantity of the careo was 
destroyed and the interior of the vessel is 
badly damaged.

The Schooner Sapphire Has a Nar-

A QUICK TURN. | 


JOSIE CORBETT MAKES A CON. 
FESSION, 


Saying That She Was Intimidated 
by Garrett, Who Wrote Her 
Testimony Out for Her—She 
Tells of His Atrocious Confes- 
sions to Her—Papers Found. 


The second count in the Garrett 
case was called on preliminary exam- 
ination at 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing in Justice Lockwood’s court. All 
of the attorneys and parties to this dis- 
.gusting case were present, and the 
Court was about to proceed with the 
investigation, when the District At- 
torney arose and stated that he wished 
to have the matter go over until 2 
o’clock, as he was about to get a full 
confession trom Josie Corbett, one of 
Garrett’s principal witnesses ‘in the 
first case. 

At 2 o’clock Maila Garrett, the 
daughter of the defendant, was placed 
on the stand, and went through the de- 
tails of her father’s most uonatural 
behavior. Her testimony was about as 
that given in the first case. The cross- 
examination was very short, as both 
sides and the Court seemed anxious to 
hear the promised confession of Josie 
Corbett. This age woman boldly 
took the stand when called, and being 
sworn, she stated that she had been 
intimidated by Garrett in the first case, 
and told many things that were not true. 
She wanted to befriend the man be- 
cause she was afraid of him, and she 
was unhappy at her own home. Gar- 
rett promised her many things, among 
which was to marry her. 

In her confession she stated that 
Garrett had confessed to her one. day 
on the Jefferson-street car line that he 
had intimate relations with his daugh- 
ter Maila, and told herin detail all the 
disgusting circumstances of his unnat- 
ural crime, and further stated that he 
had been practicing the outrage for 
some years, or since his daughter was 
12 years of age; that Garrett had pre- 
pared the testimony she delivered on 
the witness stand and trumped up 
the story relating tothe statement that 
Maila endeavored to persuade Josie to 
blackmail her father in conjunction 
with herself out of $100 

The day after Josie had testified 
Garrett at once saw her testimony was 
weak, and that the prosecution had in 
many instances impeached her. Fear- 
ing that the prosecution would call 
Josie for a witness, Garrett wrote her 
a letter. demanding of her to leave the 
city. The letter stated that she would 
be furnished transportation by a man 
who would call on her. 

This letter, 1t is said, is now in pos- 
session of Mr. Payton. Garrett wanted 
Josie to g6 to Denver, Texas or St. 
Louis. He gave her the names of 
several streets in St. Louis where she 
could procure lodgings or work, and 
advised her to go by the name of 
Fanny Connell until he regained his 
liberty. Josie refused to go away. 
Garrett declared that if she did not 
leave she would be arrested for per- 
ews The girl said that Garrett told 

er that he was the only person who 
could save her. On the 17th of this 
month, in Mr. Williams’s office, he 
(Garrett) gave Josie a prepared state- 
ment which she was to repeat to Mr. 
Williams and use on the witness stand 
when she would be recalled. The 
statement was prepared so as to at- 
tempt to set right all the blunders 
which she had miade on the stand. 
Josie said that she had read a part 
of the statement; when Garrett heard 
Williams coming in. He then 
snatched the statement from her hand, 
ona pte it threw it behind a 

| office 


‘with Deputy District At. 
torney Diehl, Teule went tothe spot 
yesterday morning where she said the 
papers were, and there the torn state- 
ment was found, together with a muti- 
lated letter, addressed to Mrs.‘ Davis- 
son, in what appeared to be Garrett’s 
handwriting. “he letter was signed 
anonymously. It was a threatening 
letter of the very worst nature. A 
part of the contents are of such a 
character as to preclude publication. 
The letter threatens Mrs: Davisson’s 
life if she ‘does not hold her tongue,”’ 
and the reporters of newspapers are 
also threatened violence. 

The girl further stated that Garrett 
told her all about the divorce from his 
first wife, the details of which are 
most disgusting. Josie said she was 
at Garrett’s house several times before 
the first case came up, and he told her 
what to say on the witness stand. 

The written confession of Josie was 
used by the attorneys in examining her, 
and it was offered as evidence, but it 
was not read in open court, and at the 
time when the court took a 
recess until 9:3C o’clock tomorrow 
morning, they were not half 
through examining the girl, and 
the confession was locked up, so that 
the reporters could not get hold of it. 

This confession seemed to completely 
knock the pins from under the defense. 
They have depended on Josie Corbett 
all the time, and now that she has 
gone back on them, it is hard to tell 
what they will do. 


A PAPAL BULL. 


Bishop Mora Fined for Contempt 
of Court. 

An interesting case was on trial in 
the Superior Court yesterday, before 
Judge Wade andajury. The action 
is entitled, ‘“‘Francis Mora, Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Lws Angeles and 
Monterey, a corporation sole, against 
J.J. Rodriguez and N. Weil,” and is 
brought to recover a balance of $400, 
alleged to be due on a contract for 
fruit purchased at San Gabriel by de- 
fendants from plaintiff. The defense 
alleges that the Bishop has no legal 
capacity to sue asa corporation sole, 
not having complied with the laws of 
California in such cases made and pro- 
vided, and further that a corporation 
sole for religious purposes is limited in 
its powers and cannot carry on a trade 
in fruit. It 1s further asserted that 
the Bishop’s own servants stole part of 
the fruit, and so admitted to the 
Bishop and also on the witness stand 
in a criminal action brought against 
them. Bishop Mora was on the stand 
most of the day and furnished much 
interesting information regarding the 
inner workings of his church, from the 
Pope down. Lawyer John Koberts 
occupied more than an hour in reading 
Papal bulls in the choicest Latin, with 
variations, much to the edification of 
Judge, jury, lawyers and spectators. 

Aiter the noon session Bishop’ Mora, 
who had been told to return at 2 
o’clock, did not show up, and an at- 
tachment was issued forh'm. When 
he made his appearance at 2:50 the ex- 
planations offered for his absence did 
not prove satisfactory to Judge Wade, 
who promptly fined the Reverend 
Father $10 for contempt of court, giv- 
ing him a reasonable time to pay the 
money.

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“THE CHARLESTON. 
SDCOHSSFUL TRIAL TRIP OF 
THE NEW CRUISER. 


A Six-hours’ Run in a Heavy Sea— 
Marvelous Speed and Ample 
Horse-power — Contract Re- 
quirements Virtually Fulfilled. 


The new cruiser Charleston put into 
San Pedro yesterday morning, having 
madean official trial trip from Port Har- 
ford to Santa Barbara on the preceding 
afternoon. The run _ was _ highly 
successful, the cruiser having made 
an average speed of 184 knots per 
hour for six consecutive hours, and 
having developed 60 horse-power. 
The Charleston put into San Pedro to 
replenish her coal bunkers, which had 
been depleted during the run under a 
forced draft. 

J. VP. Dunning of the Associated 
Press, who was on board the cruiser 
during the trip, came up to Los An- 


count of the yessel’s performance, 
which is appended. 


THE TRIP IN DETAIL. 


Splendid Speed and Ample Horse- 
power—Exciting Incidents. 

The new cruiser Charleston has ac- 
complished a feat which has probably 
neyer been equalled by any other man- 
of-war of any navy of the world. She 
made an Official trial run of six con- 
secutive hours under forced draft yes- 
terday (Friday), and developed an 

. average speed of 18$ knots per hour. 
Her machinery worked to the entire 
satisfaction of her builders and also of 
the Government representatives 
aboard, and there can be no doubt 
that she has filled the requirements of 
the contract, and will soon be accepted 
as a valuable acquisition to the new 
American navy. 

TESTED IN A HEAVY SEA. 

During the first two hours of her 
run the sea was very rough, and with 
every roll of the vessel her propellers 
were lifted out of the water, and the 
engines raced with great rapidity. 
Notwithstanding the severe strain 
upon her machinery not a hitch oc- 
curred at any time. The engines 
made an average of 116 revolutions per 
minute, and though the official calcu- 
lations as to horse-power cannot be 
made for some time yet, no doubt ex- 
ists 1n the mind of any one aboard that 
she has developed more than the re- 
quired 6000. The approximations in- 
dicate that the development was at 
least 6700 horse-power. 

Though the official test was limited 
to four hours her builders concluded to 
run her two hours longer, and at the 
close of that time there was no indica- 
tion that she could not have continued 
the trial haly a day longer if necessary. 
_ When the trial was concluded Fri- 
day evening at 7 o’clock it was found 
that so much coal had been used since 

e cruiser ieft San Francisco on 

ednesday morning that it would be 
necessary to go to San Pedro to obtain 
a sufficient supply to make the return 
trip. The Charleston according!y went 
on to San Pedro and arrived there 
about 2 o’clock this (Saturday) morn- 
ng. She’ will coal at once and prob- 

_ ably leave here by. noon today (Satur- 

day), arriving at. San Francisco on 

Sunday night or Monday morning. 

The Charleston remained in San 
Simeon Bay all day Thursday, during 
which time her machinery was thor- 
oughly examined, and repairs made on 
certain portions in which slight 
defects were found on the previous 
day’s run. This preparation for her 
severe test was entirely under the 
supervision of Chief Engineer Robert

LEAVING SAN SIMEON. 

At 10 o’clock yesterday morning the 
Charleston left her moorings in San 
Simeon Bay and put to sea. She 
steamed slowly down the coast, mak- 
ingabout 12Knots an hour. Mr. Scott, 

eneral manager of the Union Iron 
orks, had announced that he in- 
tended to give the cruiser her official 
trialin afew hours. A strong north- 
west wind was blowing, and the sea 
was very rough. The conditions were 
not considered at all favorable, and 
one member of the naval board ap- 
pointed to conduct the trial attempted 
to dissuade Mr. Scott from making the 
run at that time. The latter, how- 
ever, expressed confidence that the 
vessel could stand the trial, even under 
such adverse conditions, and he stated 
he would be ready at 1 o’clock to make 
the four hours’ run under forced draft. 

The Charleston was near Port Har- 

ford and standing well out to sea atl 
o’clock. The pressure had been grad- 
ually increased, and at that hour the 
propellers were making 100 revolu- 
tions per minute. 

THE TRIAL BEGUN. 

At 1:10 Commodore Benham gave 
the signal, and the official trial com- 
menced. Wind and sea, which were 
on the starboard quarter, had not 
abated in the least. The waves were 
rolling infrom the open ocean and 
gave the cruiser a test as to her sea- 
going qualities almost equal to that 
which she received when passing out 
of the Golden Gate on her first trial 
trip last May. Seas broke over the 
freeboard on the bow ard over the 
starboard side of the vessel, at one 
time sweeping over a boat hanging 
from davits several feet above tbe 
starboard rail. This continued during 
the whole of the first hour, and all the 
time the Charleston wa4s rolling from 
side to side, making it uncomfortable 
for every one aboard. Theroli of the 
ship was 19°, and every time she 
gave a lurch to leeward the blades of 
the starboard propeller were lifted out 
of the water and the engine raced as 
the resistance was thus decreased. A 
number of persons aboard crowded 
upon the after freeboard and watched 
the propeller revolve with lightning 
rapidity as the upper blades rose above 
the water. The starboard propeller was 
out of water almost every minute, but 
the port propeller kept well under the 
surface. As the stern of the ship arose 
upon the crest of a wave, the starboard 
propeller was lifted out of water, and 
the rapidly-revolving blades cut the 
surface of the water like a knife, scat- 
tering spray in every direction. The 
strain upon the machinery was most 
severe, but there was no indication 
that the vessel would fail in the test, 
and, notwithstanding the great dis- 
advantage under which she labored for 
the first hour, 

SPEED, 

as recorded at the end of that time, 

was 18; knots, The highest rate she 


made during the hour was 18? knots. 
During the second hour the sea sub- 
sided considerably, and, though it still 
caused heavy rolling, it no longer 
threw the propellers out of water. 
Shortly before 4 o’clock the Charles- 
ton passed Point Concepcion, after 
which she had a straight course of 
smooth water in the Santa Barbara 
Channel. Smooth water, however, 
made no apparent difference in her 
speed, and during the following hours 
she held an average of 18: knots. 
Shore bearings were taken at various 
points, and these in the main tallied 
with the speed as taken by the patent 
log. The speed was taken by Capt. J. 
C. Watson, Lieutenant-Commander 
Gilmore and Lieut. Qualtrough. Com- 
modore Benham remained on the 
bridge with Capt. Goodall during most 
of the trial, though all members of the 
board went below at times and exam- 
ined the workings of the machinery. 
The four hours’ run was completed 
at 5:10, and the Charleston was then 
about 15 miles north of Santa Barbara. 
The speed was not slackened at all, 
and though it was believed confidently 
that all requirements had been filled, 
it was concluded to continue the run 
two hours longer, and it was not until 
7:10 in the evening that the signal was 
given to slow down to normal speed, 
and even then the engines continued 


geles, and furnishes an interesting ac-. o move for half an hour almost at full 


power, until the heavy steam pressure 
could be worked off. 
NOTEWORTHY FEATURES. 

There were many remarkable feat- 
ures connected with the trial. The 
continuous run of six hours, under 
forced draft, at the high rate of speed 
which the Charleston developed, has 
certainly never been approached by 
any vessel of her class. The prototype 
of the Charleston, the Japanese cruiser 
Naniwakan, made an average of 
18 9-10 knots over a run of a measured 
mile, but the Charleston developed 
almost the same rate of speed over a 
course of nearly 109 miles. During 
the short run last Wednesday, when a 
temporary disarrangement of the ma- 
chinery caused a suspension of the 
trial, the Charleston at one time made 
a rate of over 19 knots, and developed 
a speed superior to that of her proto- 
type. On Friday she demonstrated 
the severe and constant. test to which 
her machirery could be put. The 
naval engineers now on the Charleston 
express a decided opinion as to the 
7600 horse-power claimed for the Nani- 
wakan, and do not hesitate to say that 
the Japanese cruiser never showed 
that development. 

AN EXPERT’S OPINION. © 

A chief engineer of long experience 
in: the navy said it was impossible for 
cylinders the size of those of the 
Naniwakan to develop that amount of 
horse-power. He also declared that 
the Charleston would have had no dif- 
ficulty yesterday in developing 8000 
horse-power if the ship had been large 
enough to be provided conveniently 
with cylinders of sufficient size to use 
the steam which was being made in 
her present boilers. He expressed the 
highest admiration of the Charleston’s 
behavior yesterday, and declared she 
had developed the requisite horse- 
power and filled all requirements, and 
that her record had never been equaled 
by any other man-of-war. 

Ninety-five pounds of steam was in- 
dicated during the run yesterday, and 
the safety valve was | off ail 
that time. The racing of the forward 
engine, caused by the starboard pro- 
peller jumping out of water in the

The whole. ship 
seemed to quiver under the force of 
the powerful machinery. The Ameri- 
can flag was flying aft: during the six- 
hour run, and several passing steamers 
saluted the cruiser as she left them in 
her wake. 
A SEVERE ORDEAL. 

_ The long run under forced draft was 
a severe strain upon all the men who 
were obliged to be in the engine-room 
and fireroom. The atmosphere was 
stifling, owing to the internal heat 
from the furnaces and the fact that 
the hatches had to be covered.with 
canvas to keep the flying cinders from 
the machinery. The corps of naval 
engineers were stationed in various 
localities in the engine-room taking 
data for computing the horse-power. 
The men in the fireroom suffered more 
than any one else. Coal was poured 
into the furnaces for six long hours, 
and the men never left their posts tor 
amoment in all that time. Black 
smoke rushing from the funnel showed 
the desperate efforts which were being 
made below, and the smokestack was 
so hot that it burnt the faces of per- 
sons passing near it. 

When the trial was over the first 
sound heard upon the vessel was the 
loud cheers of the men in the fireroom, 
and in afew moments as many of them 
as could be spared came rushing up 
the ladders with smoke-begrimed faces 
and renewed their demonstrations on 
deck. Irving M. Scott was the 
recipient of many congratulations from 
the naval officers, and the men also 
crowded around him and gave hima 
cheer. 

HORSE-POWER DEVELOPMENT. 

It is impossible at this time to ascer- 

tain the development of horse-power 
yesterday with any degree of accuracy. 
Calculations will not be made for 
some time upon the data obtained to- 
day, but the approximations as made 
by the naval engineers indicate a 
development of 6200 horse-power by 
the main engines, to which 500is added 
for the auxiliary engines, making a 
total development of 6700. ‘This figure, 
it is claimed, Will be within the limit. 
Commodore Benham, as Chief of the 
Naval Board appointed to conduct the 
official trial of the Charleston, has pre- 
pared a dispatch to be forwarded to 
Secretary Tracy, stating that the trial 
of the Charleston yesterday was satis- 
factory, and that the boilers, engines 
anc machinerv worked admirably. He 
states that approximate calculations 
show a development of 6700 horse-power 
and that the cruiser made a speed of 
18 knots an hour. 
{In the telegraph columns will be 
found Commodore Benham’s official 
report of the Charleston’s trial and 
Acting Secretary Walker’s comments 
thereon. From the letter it would ap- 
pear that 7000 horse-power—not 6000, 
as stated above—is the contract re- 
quirement, and that technically the 
cruiser has just failed of absolute ful- 
fillment of the strict letter of the bond.

A MUCH-ABUSED. WIFE. 


SHE RECOUNTS THE STORY OF 
HER WRECKED LIFE. 


Married toa Dissipated Man Against 
the Wishes of Her Parents and 
How She Rued the Day—A Pe- 
culiar Case. 


The police ferce have for the past 
three or four days been quietly at work 
on a most peculiar case, which was 
yesterday afternoon brought to a suc- 
cessful conclusion by landing behind 
the bars one of the most unmitigated 
rascals that ever came to the city. 
Several days ago Chief Glass received 
a letter from a man named Kavanaugh, 
living in Chicago, saying that he had 
heard from his wife, who was in 
treuble in Los Angeles, and asking him 
to look her up and see what could be 
done for her. The address of the fam- 
ily where she was working was given, 
and it was urged that immediate steps 
be taken in the case, as the conditions 
were such that any delay was danger- 
ous. Detective Bowler was detailed 
on the case, and located the woman 
without any trouble to 
the police station Friday afternoon, 
where she told her story, which was 
suppressed until such time as the man 
in the case could be captured, which 
was yesterday afternoon, when Joseph 
Bertrand was brought to the station 
and locked up on a charge.of threaten- 
ing to do great bodily harm to one 
Minnie Kavanaugh. 

Mrs. Kavanaugh was seen in Judge 
Owen’s courtroom, by a TIMES re- 
porter, shortly after she had sworn to 
the complaint. She is a rather delicate- 
looking woman, apparently 25 or 26 
years of age,and presents a rather 
attractive appearance, despite the se- 
vere ordeal through which she has 
gone, and although she was very nerv- 
ous, she told a very straightforward 
story. 

In answer to the reporter’s ques- 
tions Mrs. Kavanaugh said that she 
was married to Bertrand in Chicago, in 
March, 1888. Her parents opposed the 
match, she said, on account of his dis- 
solute habits, but she had her own way 
about it, and went against’ their 
wishes. Hertrand, she says, never 
Supported her, and in only a few weeks 
after her marriage began to abuse and 
mistreat her. They then moved to 
Albany, N. Y., where Bertrand found 
work at his trade, as a stove-molder. 
Here her troubles continued. Bertrand, 
she said, repeatedly beat and ill-used 
her, and when her second child was only 
two weeks old he left her in a scantily- 
furnished house, without coal or wood, 
or the actual necessaries of life, and 
this, too, in the depth of winter. She 
had left Bertrand several times, but 
always returned to him on promises 
that he would reform. This last out- 
rage was too much to stand, and,she 
had him arrested for failure to sup- 
port her. He remained in jail forsome 
time when a separation was agreed 
upon, he to pay her $6 a week for the 
support of herseif and child. Ashe 
had been discharged from his place, he 
could not pay the money. Finally, to 
enable him to get work, she again con- 
sented to live with him, his employers 
saying they would employ him age n if 
he would support his family and leave 
off gambling. 

In less than two weeks’ time he 
again commenced to beat her, and-she 
determined to leave him and return to 
er parents in Chicago. She wasat 
that tims penniless, and the furniture 
in the house would not sell for enow 
to buy her a ticket. She, ‘how

her child with her,and going direc 

to her father’s house. te: 


Berérand followed in about three 
weeks, and, arriving at Chicago be- 
tween 1 and 2 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, broke into the house. Her father 
had him arrested, and he was fined 
$100 and costs and was sent to jail. 
He, however, got out on bail, and a 
few days later, while she was walking 
along the street with her baby in her 
arms, Bertrand slipped up behind her 
and shot her through the right 
lung, the bullet passing entirely 
through her body. She started 
to run, when he tried to 
fire a second shot at her, but the pistol 
did not work, and in attempting to 
make the cylinder revolve it was acci- 
discharged, inflicting a slight 
wound in his own shoulder, from which 
he entirely recovered in fivedays. She 
was confined to her bed for three 
months, at the end of which time she 
appeared against Bertrand, who had 
been confined in the County Jai! during 
that period, when, despite his plea that 
it was for love of her that he had at- 
tempted to kill both her and himself, 
he was sentenced to two years’ impris- 
onment in the penitentiary at Joliet. 
In the meantime she had gone to work 
to support herself, and Bertrand’s rela- 
tives had taken her child, she being 
unable to support it, and they had re- 
moved to Los Angeles about two years 
ago. 

Last November she met Mr. Kava- 
naugh in Chicago, who got a divorce 
for her, and they wece married. LBer- 
trand was released from the peni- 
tentiary in May last, and returned to 
Chicago, where sbe was living with 
Kavanaugh. She had moved from the 
house that she formerly occupied, as 
she was afraid of Bertrand, but when 
she learned that he was looking tor 
her, she hunted him up, to find out 
what he wanted, as she could not 
stand the suspense. pre- 
tended that he did not intend to 
molest her, but the following day 
after her husband went to work he 
came to the house and told her that 
he would permit her to live if she 
would give him half of Kavanaugh’s 
wages, and part of whatever money 
he got out of a building association that 
he was interested in. If she didnot do 
this he would kill her and her husband. 
Mrs. Kavanaugh said that she did not 
know what to do, as she was afraid 
that he would carry his threats into 
execution, and finally determined to 
leave Kavanaugh as she did not wish 
to get him into anytrouble. Bertrand 
then came to Los Angeles, and she, 
after waiting some days, followed, 
without telling ber husband where she 
was going. When she got here, Ber- 
trand met her at the depot, and she 
went to his relatives’ house, as she was 
without money, and afraid of 
her life. She says that she did 
not resume the marital relations 
with Bertrand, nor did she 
want to have anything to do with him, 
but he continued to make threats 
against her, and took what money she 
earned for his support. Matters 
finally got to be so bad that she wrote 

Kavanaugh, in Chicago, who com- 
municated with the police here. Ber- 


give her her clothes until she paid $15 
for the two weeks she remained there, 
and she believed that it was for the 
purpose of forcing her to yield to Ber- 
trand’s wishes. This she has refused 
todo, but wants to return to her hus- 
band, in Chicago. 

While there are some inconsistencies 


in Mrs. Kavanaugh’s siory, the police

trand’s family, she said, refused to}. 


believe that she is telling the truth, 
and that she has been so terrorized by 
Bertrand that she is not entirely re- 
sponsible for her acts. She is certainly 
laboring under great nervous excite- 
ment, and stated repeatedly that she 
knew that Bertrand would eventually 
kill her, as he had said he would, and 
did not even appear easy when she 
knew that he was locked up. Every- 
thing possible will be done for her, and 
assoon as possible she will be sent 
back to her husband. 


FOR THE BONDS. 


A Mass Meeting Held Last Even- 
ing. 

A mass meeting in favor of the sewer 
bonds was held at the courthouse yes- 
terday evening. The meeting had 
been heralded through the day by a 
brass-band and an advertising wagon, 
covered with mottoes in favor of the 
bonds, conspicuous among them being 
“Capital Against Labor.” 

Between 400 and 500 people as- 
sembled to hear the speakers, and the 
platform was occupied by the vice- 
presidents of the committee, ap- 
pointed to superintend the coming 
election, but the president, Thomas E. 
Rowan, was unable to be present. 
Among the vice-presidents, strange to 
say, there was norepresentative of 
the working class, the majority being 
capitalists and professional men. 

The first speaker, Judge Beardon, 
announced that he had made no prepar- 
ation fora speech, and, in regard to 
the right of way, had made no personal 
inspection thereof, but he was willing 
to take it for granted that it was all 
right. In regard to the sewers being 
injured by the passing trains, he was 
not a practical engineer, but he was 
perfectly satisfied that the railroad 
company were too good business men 
to allow the sewers toinjure the rail- 
road. Like many others, he admitted 
that he had not the time to give the 
matter the attention it deserved, but 
he acknowledged that the opposition 
and the papers who opposed the bonds 
were marked by the highest ability and 
pertect honesty. He wound up with an 
appeal to the workingmen to support 
the bonds, and sat down amid slight 

. A. Kelly, the acting chairman, 
then introduced Judge Carpenter, who 
deprecated the idea of the 14,000 
voters of the city deciding upon a 
proper route for the sewer. ‘The Coun- 
cil had been elected by the people, and 
the Council was the properly-consti- 
tuted authority to frame the scheme. 
He proceeded to defend the Council 
against the charge of boodle, pointing 
out the impossibility of any fraudulent 
contracts being entered into under the 
stringent conditions of tha present 
charter. Ie closed his speech with an 
appeal tothe voters to support the 
bonds, and let posterity pay for thera. 

Judge Gottschalk was the next speak- 
er, and after pointing out ghe small 
burden the interest on the bonds would 
prove to the taxpayers, he laughed at 
the idea of injunctions. THe himself 
was willing to bet $1000 against $500 
that, should the bonds go through, no 
injunction would ever be granted by 
the United States courts. He de- 
nounced all opposition to the bonds as 
an outrage, and taunted the newspa- 
pers with their inconsistency. 

Judge B. N. Smith then spoke strong- 
ly infavor of the bonds, and J. A. 
Kelly called for three cheers for the 
bonds, which elicited a not specially 
vociferous response. 


THE VELSIR CASE. 


Arraigned for Assault to Murder

Mrs. Velsir 1s still confined to her 
bed from the effects of the beating 
that she received, but is pronounced 
out of danger, and will probably be in 
court to prosecute her husband. 

Since the affair of Friday afternoon 
a great deal has come out in regard to 
the relations existing between Mr. and 
Mrs. Velsir, and it is believed there 
will be some sensational developments 
at the examination. It is also said 
that Velsir’s answer to his wife’s peti- 
tion for a divorce is a particularly scur- 
rilous document, containing the most 
serious charges against the woman. 
Just what they are could not be 
learned, but it is said that they are 
very sensational. Mrs. Velsir, it is 


‘claimed by her friends, will makea 


strong fight in defense of her good 
name, and furnish information that 
may lead to a criminal prosecution 
against her husband.

Could the 
boodiers have succeeded in keeping the 
whole matter quiet, they would have— 
asthey did have a few weeks ago— 
quite a large following among honest 
citizens. As it is now, it looks, toa 
man “up a tree,” as if the opinion of 


‘the public was altogether one-sided. 
There may, of course, still be many 
citizens who are in favor of the bonds, 


but, if so, they keep their views to 
themselves, as if they were ashamed of 
them. 


Yesterday we published and com- 
mented upon a legal view of the 
‘Ballona scheme, issued by the commit- 
tee. We also published yesterday a 
very valuable and interesting consid- 
eration of the question from a medical 
point of view, signed by Dr. J. P. Wid- 
ney, and alsoindorsed by the commit- 
tee. Dr. Widney shows that, so far from 
there being any foundation for the 
alarmist cries of the boodlers, that Los 
Angeles city is now as well sewered as 
nine-tenths of the cities of the United 
States; that it is very healthy; that 
sewer lines, if carried in advance of a 
tolerably dense line of population, be- 
come, unless kept constantly flushed, a 
source of danger rather than of safety 
to the houses connected with them; 
that sewers and ordinary storm drains 


should in no case connect with each 
other; that the outfall sewer 
of a city should not empty 


in the face of a strong wind current; a 
stiff breeze being sufficient to force the 
traps of houses miles back; that for a@ 
similar reason a sewer should not 
enter the open sea below the water 
level; that prevailing wind-currents, 
passing over sewage, will carry back a 
contaminated air to the city; that, in 
the case of Los Angeles, the only prac- 
ticable direction free from these objec- 
tions is toward the south; that the 
westward route, toward Santa Monica, 
is objectionabie on account of the pre- 
vailing breeze from that quarter, and 
finally, says Dr. Widney: 


“Even apart from the relative cost, I 
consider, from a sanitary point of view, the 
disposal of the sewage upon the sandy lands 
well south of the city, in the district lying 
vast of the Southern Pacific Riilroad and 
below the city limits, far preferable to. the 
proposed line to the sea.” 


This morning we publish a financial 
view of the question, prepared by 
Stephen M. White, and indorsed by 
the committee. Mr. White makes it 
plain enough, for him who runs to 
read, that the financial proposition in- 
volved in the Ballona scheme, while a 
very pretty one from the standpoint of 
the boodlers, would be a ruinous one 
for the citizens, because, among other 
things:

Berwin, Aug. 24.—[Copyright, 1889, by 
the New York Associated Press.) Com- 
pared with the visit of the late Emperor 
William to Alsace-Lorraine in 1877, the 
present Emperor’s visit was a phenomenal 
success, and indicates remarkable progress 
made im Germanizing the provinces during 
the past decade. A Copenhagen telegram 
announces that the Czar boarded the impe- 
rial yacht at Peterhoff yesterday, and was 
expected in Copenhagen on Tuesday, but at 
the last moment the sailing was postponed.

WONDERS OF THE SEA. 


WHAT THE ALBATROSS FOUND 
IN THE PACIFIC. 


Fishing Banks Teeming With Ma- 
rine Life—Rich Oyster Beds 
Off the Mexican Coast—Des- 
ert Island Explored. 


By Telearaph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Lieutenant Commander Tan- 


ner of the navy has made an interesting re- - 


port to the Fish Commissin of the work of 
the Albatross, from the beginning of the 
present year to June 30th last. ‘The actual 
work of the Albatross began January 5th, 
when atrawl was cast in 236 fathoms of 
water in the Cortez banks, about 12 miles 
from Point Cencepcion. The fish swarmed 
in great numbers and variety over the 
banks, which are the richest tound so far in 
the Pacific. Fat heads, whitefish, yeliow- 
tail rockcod and four species of red ruck- 
cod took the huoks steadily. 

San Nicholas Isiand was found rather 
barren, but here Prof. Gilbert discovered a 
phenomenon of nature (generally attributed 
to whirlwinds) in the shape of a turupike, 
perfectly straight, as far «8 the eye could 
see, nine feet wide, crowned at the center 
and with gutters sunk six or eight inches. 
Kich hauis were made at Beecher Bay in 
about 270 fathers of water. ‘The fish taken 
included four species of black cod of excel- 
lent flavor, avd also the deep-water sole, 
one oft the best sea fishes of the Pacific 
Coast. At Watson’s Kock a party sent out 
from the ship captured more than 1000 pounds 
of fish is less than two hours. Guadaloupo 
Island and Amijos Rocks were found to be 
barren, but around Clarion Island the fish 
swarmed in great numbers. There 46 
species of which 20 were edible. Sharks 
made things lively also. Fourteen species 
of fish not found on Clarion Island were 
taken near Soccoro Island, the largest of

Numbers of fish were taken in 
the guif, and at George Island plenty of 
squeteague and a species of sea bass, weighb- 
ing from 60 to 160 pounds, were taken. 
Many sea birds and a rookery of sea lions 
were also discovered. At one place the fish 
were taken in such numbers that the cap- 
tain was obliged to puta stop to the sport. 
Net fishing throughout the gulf was found 
to be impracticable on account of sharks 
and dog-fish. Off San Louis Island, in the 
latter part of March, sea lions, whales and 
porpoises abounded, the last-named being 
very wild. 

Gov. Cervantes and a large number of 

gentlemen who visited the ship were greatly 
surprised to see the great variety of marine 
fauna which had been found, many of 
which they had never seen or heard of. Ex- 
cellent oysterswere found to be plentiful off 
the Algodones lagoon about the Yaqui river. 
At low tide these oysters are exposed to 
view and the Indians collect them by hand. 
The fishing grounds of Man-of-War Cove 
did not sust:in the reputation they have. 
Investigations made by Prof. Gilbert and 
Mr. Alexander showed that no shad existed 
in the Gila and Colorado rivers, the waters 
having proved unadapted to the shad 
planted there by the commission. The 
German carp, however, were found to have 
thriven well. 
- Large numbers of halibut and rock cod 
were found off Cape ag and when a 
trawl was set in water from 758 to 760 fath- 
oms deep many unrecocnized specimens of 
fish were taken. Besides, flounders, deep- 
sea sole, Norway naddock, hogfish, sea 
shrimp, see urchins, holothurians, ophiur- 
ans, starfish, sea anemones, crinvids, pens- 
tules and hermit crabs were also pulled up. 
Biack cod were caught at 859 fathoms depth, 
the greatest depth in which they have been 
found, Fine sandy bottom was indicate d.

Vigorous Defense of Its Course by 
President Van Horne. 


Press.| President Van Horne of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, in an elaborate in- 
terview published here yesterd y, regarding 
the movement to restrict the competition ef 
Canadian roads in the United States, says: 
“In this case Judge Cooley has apparently 
formed his opinion without giving the de- 
fendant an opportunity to be heard. The 
Canadian Pacific is not, and never has been 
an eager competitor for freight traffic be- 
tween the Eastern and the Pacific Coast 
States. It has arbitrary rates to pay to its 
connections at both ends of its lines on 
such traffic, and these arbitrary rates leave 
too little profit to make the traffic worth 
fighting for. ‘the Transcontinental Asso- 
ciation was formed in January, 1883, and 
the Canadian Pacific joined it at the be- 
inning. To the end of January last, the 
rst full year of the association, out of a 
total of 750,000 tons of freight within the 
jurisdiction of the association the Canadian 
Pacific carried less than 13,000 tons, or 
one fifty-fifth of the whole, and this in- 
cluded its own British Columbia freight. 
Since January it has carried a some- 
what larger proportion, possibly 3 or 4 
per cent., but this is ‘fur less than it is 
entitled to as one of the four or five com- 
peting lines. There is little if any sincerity 
in complaints of the other Pacific lines 
about the effect of its competition. Cana- 
dian Pacific was used by them as a bug- 
bear in their attem We prevent the passage 
of the Interstate oO eeeree Act, and its 
use as bugbear has bec {continued for tie 
4 a of obtaining mudifications of the 


Speaking of the testimony given by Gen- 
eral Manager Towne of the Southern Pa- 
cific before the Senate committee, Van 
Horne said: “The long and short of it 
seems to be that the Canadian Pacific should 
be excluded from competition with the 
American Pacific lines because of its light 
capital charges as compared with theirs, but 
Mr. Towne did not say, as he might truth- 
tully have done, that the Canadian Pacific 
was built for cash by those who intended to 
permanently hold and work it; that the 
profits were not taken out by construction 
companies or credit mobiliers, and that its 
bonds and stock represent actual cash in- 
vested, not subsidies, but cash from private 
sources; nor did he say that in the case of 
his own line—the Central Pacific—and in 
case of some others of the Pacific lines, 
enormous construction profits were taken 
out, and that these enormous profits, which 
were divided re by the construction com- 
panies and credit mobiliers, are now repre- 
sented by the bonds and stock upon which 
according to Mr. Towne, the interest and 
dividends are imperiled by the competition 
of the Canadian Pacific. I do not believe 
that the memory of the American people is 
as short as Mr. Towne seems to think. 
They have net forgetter how their Pacific 
roads were built, nor how the Central Pa- 
cific conducted its monopoly in Pacific 
Coast trade for so many years. Surely it 
will be long before the people of California 
will forget it.”

BIDS INVITED FOR CRUISERS. 
Advertisements were reissued today from 
the Navy Department for bids for the con- 
struction of the three 2000-ton cruisers for 
which the excessive proposals were opened 
on Thursday. The new advertisements ar 
the same as the old with certain importan 
differences that are expected to induce con- 
tractors to offer bids that will fall within 
the appropriation. The department makes 
several concessions to this end. In the 
tirst place six months’ more time is given, 
making the contract period two and 
a half years. ~The maximum speed to 
be obtained is fixed at 17 knots 
instead of 18, and the premium rate is 
altered. There will be a premium of 
$25,000 for each quarter knot over the maxi- 
mum, and a similar deduction for each 
uarter knot below, instead of $10,000 for 
the first quarter knot, $20,000 for the second,

INDICTED. 


HENRY AND BEN EDELMAN AND 
MONTANO ON THE LIST, 


Charged With Forging Names on 
County Warrants—A Partial Re- 
port from the Grand Jury—Bail 
Given by the Edelmans. 


At 12o0’clock yesterday the Grand 
‘Jury made a partial report in the Mon- 
tafio case. It found eight indictments, 
which were placed in the hands of 
Sheriff Aguirre at once,and Henry 
and Ben Edelman were sent for. All 
of the indictments are for forging 
It is claimed that 
that the Edelmans were in the habit of 
taking warrants that were made out in 
favor of jurymen who failed to call 
for them, and forging an indorsement, 
so that they could draw the money. 
There are seven counts against the 
Edelmans—four against Henry and 
three against Ben. The amount in 
each case was small, but it is claimed 


that they got away with a great num- 


ber of these warrants. " 

The eighth indictment was against 

Montafio, and sets forth that he com- 
mitted forgery in connection with the 
$3800 school warrant, which was issued 
without any authority of law. 
Judge Cheney fixed the bail as fol- 
lows: Ben Edelman’s in the first case 
$2000, in the second case $2500, and in 
the third case $2000. Henry Edelman’s 
in the first case $1000, in the second 
case $2000, in the third $2500, and in 
the fourth $1000. In Montafio’s case 
the bail was fixed at $2500. 

The Edelmans gave bonds with the 
following sureties: F. H. Powell, M. 
Levy and Joe Mullaly. Montafio was 
in the County Jail at the time, and up 
to a late hour last night he had not 
succeeded in giving bail. 

The jury then took a recess until 
next Monday, when it is believed that 
other startling developments will be 
brought out. The information regard- 
ing the arrest of the Edelmans soon 
spread over the town, and people 
seemed to be somewhat surprised when 
they learned that indictments had not 
been found against several other per- 
sons. 

Henry Edelman was seen by a TIMES 
reporter and questioned regarding the 
matter. He did not seem to be at all 
put out. 

“I have not the slightest doubts 
about my ability to be able to clear 
myself when the| case comes up for 
trial. Both my brother and myself are 
innocent, and we will show it to the 
Satisfaction of our friends.”’ 

It was reported on the streets that 
an indictment had been found against 
aprominent capitalist, who takes a 
deep interest in _ politics and has 
always been friendly to Montafio. 
There was no truth whatever in the 
report, and it is perfectly absurd to 
imagine that the Grand Jury has even 
thought of such a thing as ge a 
him, for he is worth several hundre 

thousand dollars, and is altogether too

HISTORICAL RECOLLECTIONS 
OF THE DAYS LANG SYNE. 

Louis IX. of France Who Was Made 
a Saint—Commodore Préeble—The 
Queen of Henry VI.—Sir William 
Herschel, the Astronomer. 


Louis IX., King of France, was born 
in 1215 and died near Tunis August 
25,1270. He had embarked in a cru- 
sade in North Africa. On the preceding 
day envoys had arrived from Constan- 
tinople to solicit his intervention in 
preventing his brother, Charles, King 
of Sicily, from attacking the recently 
reéstablished Greek Empire. Louis 
had been lying ill of an epidemic fever 
for three weeks, but summoned all his 
strength to receive+the envoys and 
grant their request. This was his last 
public act. He kept repeating his cus- 
tomary orisons in a low voice, and he 
was heard murmuring brokenly a 
prayer for the safe return of his army 
to France. On Monday, August 25th, 
at 3 in the afternoon, he departed in — 


-| peace, while uttering these, his last 


words: ‘‘Father, after the example of 
the Divine Master, into Thy hands I 
mend my spirit.”” The saintship 
of Louis 1X. was claimed the day after 
his death by the unanimous voice of 
France, and it at once became the sub- 
ject of investigations und deliberations 
on the part of the Holy See. For 24 years 
new popes, filling in rapid succession | 
the chair of St. Peter ‘ regory X., 
Innocent V., John XXI., Nicholas 
III., Martin 1V., Honorius IV., Nich- 
olas IV., St. Celestine V. and Boni- 
face VIII.), prosecuted the customary — 
inquiries touching the faith and life, . 
the virtues and miracles of the late 
King, and it was Boniface VIII., the 
Pope destined to carry on against 
Philip the Handsome, grandson of St. 
Louis, the most violent of struggles, 
who decreed on August 11, 1297, the 
canonization of the most Christian 
amongst the kings of France. Such 
was St. Louis. uring his reign he 
established hospitals and asylums, but 
after all was not in advance of his age, 
and sanctioned the infliction of death 
upon all heretics and those cruel pros- 
ecutions so abhorrent to a more en- 
lightened age. 
HUME, THE HISTORIAN. 
David Hume, whose “History of 
England” finds a place inevery library, 
was the youngest son of Joseph Hume, 
or Home, a relative of the Earl of 
Home, and was born April 26, 1711. 
His father was a small laird on the 
Whitabber, in Berwickshire, and the 
family mansion was a small house 
called Ninewells, from a remarkable 
spring which breaks out in asteep 
bank descending from the front of the 
house tothe river. Though of good 
descent, and the nephew of a Scotch 
peer, Hume was compelled by the pov- 
erty of the family to attempt a mer- 
cantile career at Bristol when a little 
more than 20 years of age. He seems 
always to have looked back with some 
degree of bitterness to his sojourn in 
this city. As may be inferred from 
his description of James Naylor, the 
uaker’s entry into the city at the 
time of the Civil War, was in imita- 
tion of that of Christ into Jerusalem: 
was mounted,” says Hume, *‘on a 
horse;’’ then adds: “I suppose from 
the difficulty in that place of finding 
an ass.’’ Doubtless David believ 
there could have been no difficulty in 
finding an assin Bristol. It curi- 
ous fact, sometimes adverted to in Ed- 
inburgh, but which we cannot authen- 
ticate, that in the room in which David 
Hume died the Bible Society of Edin-. 
burgh was, many 
eptic. He began the greatest o 
works, the “History of England,” in 
1752, and died August 25, 1776. 
COMMODORE PREBLE. 
Commodore Edward Preble, a distin- 
guished American naval officer, was 
born in Maine in 1761. He entered 
the navy; became a captain in 1799, 
and for his services as commander of 
the squadron sent against Tripoli in 
1804 was awarded a gold medal by 
Congress. He died August 25, 1807. 
Henry VII., Emperor of Germany, 
was the son:of Henry, Count of Luxem- 
burg. He was born in 1262, and was 
chosen Emperor in 1308. He was the 
founder of the imperial house of Lux- 
emburg, and died, after a reign of tive 
years, August 25, 1318. 

THE QUEEN OF HENRY VI. 
Margaret Anjou, Queen of Henry 
VI. of England, died August 25, 1482. 
She had been married to Henry in | 
1443, and shared the misfortunes of 
that monarch in his numerous defeats 
and final capture by his enemies dur- 
ing the prolonged wars of the Roses. 
She had been a prisoner in England 
since the death of her husband, Henry 
VI., in 1471. Edward IV. had been 
engaged in hostilities with Louis XI. 
for some time, in 1475, when terms of 
peace were agreed upon. Edward IV. 
bound himself to withdraw his arm 
from France as soon as Louis XI. 
should have paid 75,000 crowns. Louis 
promised besides to pay annually to 
King Edward V. 50.000 crowns, as 
long as both princes were alive, and 
Louis’s eldest son, Charles, should 
marry Edward’s daughter as soon as 
both should reach the required age. 
A final stipulation provided that Mar- 
‘garet Anjou should be set at liberty. 

SIR WILLIAM HERSCHEL. 
Sir William Herschel, the astron- 
omer, was born at Hanover, Novem- 
ber 15, 1738. At the age of 21 he re- 
moved to England, where he studied 
Latin, Itulian and mathematics and 
tanght music. Devoting his attention 
to astronomy, he succeeded, in 1774, in 
completing a reflecting telescope of 
five feet focal length. and one four 
times greater in 1779. In March, 
1781, he discovered a new primary 
planet, which he called “Georgium 
S:dus,” after the English King, but 
which is now gnown as “Uranus.” 
For this discovery he was granted a 
pension of £400 by George III., with 
the title of private astronomer to the

King. He was also awarded a gold 
medal, and was elected a member of

made several important discoveries, 
among which were those of two new 
satellites of Saturn, six satellites of 
Uranus and (in 1803) the motion of 
double stars around each other. He 
died August 25, 1822.

The Richest Nation in the World 
{New York World. | 

The Osage tribe of, Indians are said 
to be the richest nation in the world— 
several times as rich as the rest of the 
American people. By the census of 
last year there are 1501 of the Osages, 
including men, women and children. 
Now they have in the United States 
Treasury $7,758,694 of their own 
gas 2 drawing 5 per cent. interest. 
But besides this they have 1,470,000 
acres of land, equal to about 1000 acres 
apiece. This land is mostly fine and 
arable, and would sell for an average 
of $10 an acre or $10,000 for each indi- 
vidual’s portion. This makes each in- 
dividual Osage Indian worth: 


Cash in the United States Treasury.....8 5,171 
Value of 1,00acres of land... ............ 10,000 


Wealth of each member of the tribe. ..8)5,171 
This is the average wealth per capita, 
including children. They are under 
no necessity of working, and, as a mat- 
ter of fact, oe lazy and indolent and 
worthless. During the last 80 years 
the tribe has diminished from 6720 (in 
1858) to 1501. Their wealth is a curse 
to them. They have not become civil- 


ized, and the tribe is dying out.

RELICS OF THE ORIENTAL 
RACES OF CATALINA. 


Interesting Discoveries Under the 
Hotel Metropole—Stone Imple- 
ments, Earrings, Beads, Fish- 
hooks, Mortars, Pesties, Arts of 
the Aborigines, Etc. y 


AVALON (Catalina), Aug. 17.— 
[Special Correspondence of THE 
TrMEs.] Three hundred years ago, 
where the Hotel Metropole now stands, 
was a large and populous native vil- 
lage. Exactly who the people were 
and where they have gone to is one of 
the conundrums proposed to every 
visitor to the sea-girt isle. 

This we do know, that the races who 
lived here have been utterly wiped out 
of existence to all intents and pur- 


| poses, and no one can be found among 


the very aged people among the In- 
dians of the mainland who will claim 
to be descendants of them. 

Santa Catalina Island was discov- 
ered by Cabrillo in 1542, and named by 
him La Victoria, after one of his fleet. 
The present name of Catalina was 
given it by Vizcaino, who landed here 
in 1602, nearly 100 years later. An in- 
teresting account of Cabrillo’s voyages, 
written by one of his pilots, has re- 
cently been found among old papers in 
Spain; but perhaps the most satisfac- 
tory account is of the voyage of Viz- 
caino. He reports Catalina as being 
thickly populated, and makes especial 
mention of the fact that the people 
were adepts at stealing. Father As- 
cancion, who accompanied this expe- 
dition, recorded many interesting facts, 
and among them was a description of 
a‘“‘Temple of the Sun,’ said to be 
near the two harbors and to contain 
images and idols. 

This temple was probably what first 
attracted the attention of scientific 
men in this direction, and nearly every 
year since the old padre’s account has 
been translated some one has searched 
for it; but the account is so indefinite 
that the location has never been found, 
though some think it was upon San 
Clemente. The preponderance of 
opinion, however, is that it was on 
Catalina, and possibly the idols and 
images may have been covered up and 
will some day be unearthed. 

The Indians or natives of Catalina 
had two or three principal settlements 
or Villages, one on the site of the pres- 
ent Hotel Metropole, and the other at 
the isthmus, with smaller ones at dif- 
ferent points where there was water. 

The archeological eye readily rec- 
ognizes these locations by the peculiar 
nature of the soil, which looks as 
though it had been mixed with coal 
dust or burnt wood. The garden of 


that has ‘been 
ived on for centuries and been dis- 
colored by the occupatiou. 

Eight or ten years ago Mexican Joe 
and old Billy were about the only 
occupants who lived here all the year 
round. They were familiar with the 
curious implements found here, but 
thought nothing of them. One day 
Prot. Schumacher, a representative of 
several eustern scientific museums 
and colleges, appeared on the scene. 
He hired Mexican Joe, and by the aid 
of charts and maps began a systematic 
series of excavations, which resulted 
in the collection of a fine lot of imple- 
ments from this island, telling the 
complete history of the unknown in- 
habitants so far as their domestic 
habits were concerned. 


resent Metropole Hotel site into what 

now the street about where the 
swing stands, and the result was a 
bonanza to the scientist. At almost 
every shovelful some stone implement 
appeared. There were pestles made 
of hard stone, some from eight inches 


to two feet in length, others short and 
thick. The long ones were used much 
as the apothecary grinds his medicine 
today, only with these |people it was 
grain or seeds that were broken up or 
erushed., the long stone pestles or clubs 
oeing admirably suited for this pur- 
ose. They toldthe story of how at 
east their grain was crushed, which 
they probably obtained from the main- 
land. 

The grain must have been held in 
something, and scores of fine stone 
vessels or mortars, dug up here i 
twe excavators, told the story. They 
were of all sizes; some holding a peck, 
and two feet high, of soapstone from a 


| quarry found five miles below Avalon. 


Some were very small, holding 
very little, and they ranged from the 
largest size down to small ones three 
or four inches across, evidently in- 
tended as paint pots. Several hun- 
dred fine mortars were found in the 
Metropole site village, the shapes re-

Only yesterday an excavation was 
being made for a new building, when a 
fine small mortar was dug up, which is 
of especial interest, as it bears on the 
side asmall rude figure asshown it cut 3.

There are other ornaments upon the 
mortar, of various kinds. 

Prof. Schumacher found hundreds of 
objects here: Oval stones, with stones 
in the center fairly polished, some of 
which can be seen in the billiard-room 
of the Metropole. What these are isa 
mystery, but, curiously enough, they 
are found among ali the savage and 
prehistoric tribes of the world. The 
object which is shown in figure 3 is 
about three inches thick, and may 
have been used in a game of some 
kind, or as a weight to a digging 
stick. Some contend that they were 
sinkers or weights to nets, which 
would be a very plausible ideaif there 
was any reason to believe that the peo- 
ple had large nets. 

These sinkers; as we will call them, 
are also found on tke mainland far 
from the water. While sitting on the 
Metropole piazza the other day, I saw 
a gleam on thgsurface of the garden 
plot, and four that it was caused by 
several flatbeads of abalone shell, 
really beautiful but very fragile ob- 
jects—evidently worn by some dusky 

lie years ago. These beads, shown 
in cut No. 4, are symmetri- 
cal; in fact, perfect, and how they 
were made without tools is a mystery. 

That these peopie were tond of dis- 
pay was very evident bythe finds of 
-rof. Schumacher. Hundredsof aba- 
lone ornaments were found, cut in 
graceful curves; many carvings like 
fisbhooks, pendants, curious-shaped

traded with the Indians of the shore 

The natives were naturally depend- 
ent upon fish for a living, and fish- 
hooks are found 4 ange quantities, 
being made of abalone shell and re- 
sembling the modern hook, with the 
exception thatin these ancient speci- 
mens the barb is upon the outside. 
Hundreds of these have been found 
about the Metropole grounds, and 
where the excavations were made for 
the foundations large quantities of ma- 
terial of all kinds were secured. 

The location at the isthmus was pre- 
eminently a burying-ground, and dur- 
ing a recent examination the writer 
unearthed a number of interesting ob- 
jects. In working it was found that 
the bodies had been buried in about 
four layers, the lowest down being 
naturally the oldest. Here when a 
man dies many of the household gods 
were deposited with him. In digging 
carefully under a body I found that 
beads in large numbers had either 
been left around the neck of the de- 
ceased or thrown upon the body, 
probably the former, as when the earth 
was removed from beneath the skull 
the beads ran down in a stream. They 
were of all kinds—some large, with 
ornamentation, others of Venetian 
type, but mostly bits of shell perfor- 
ated nicely and made from» certain 
small shells. Though rude and rough 
it must have taken no little time to 
make them, and they were evidently 
valued, probably as money and orna- 
ments as well.

I found a small section still strung 
upon some vegetable fiber, with pieces 
of copper wire coiled in a circle, evi- 
dently as rings, to connect the ends. 
Among the beads was one made from 
tooth; others from bones of 

irds. 

The Venetian beads were identical 
with some I found being used by ar 
aged Indian woman at Sar Gabriel 
Mission some time ago. She informed 


old Mission fathers sixty or seventy 
years ago, and these beads we took 
from these Catalina graves were prob- 
ably obtained from the same source. 
That the ancient Catalinians were 
musical there is little doubt, as re- 
mains of numerous flutes were taken 
from these graves. Nearly all were 
broken, but I found one fairly perfect, 
one which showed the hole and the 
marks of asphaltum with which it had 
been wrapped. <A perfect one given 
me by Mr. Elms, the postmaster at 
Avalon, which came from Clemente, 
shows that the instrument must have 
produced a very fair noise, a8 noises 
go. Prof. Schumacher took numbers

were used. 

Not the least interesting were the 
objects I took out that were obtained 
from the Spaniards, — Cabrillo 
or Vazcaino themselves. @ was g 
large iron ax, which Mr. H. N. Rusf 
pronounced of Spanish type. It was 
covered with rust and scaled easily, 
but still shows the cloth that 
had been carefully wrapped around it. 
Another was an iron knife, which had 
been wrapped in a similar way, evi- 
dently a treasure, and buried with the 
owner. In the present article even an 
enumeration of the articles found 
could not be attempted, covering as 
they do every article used by these 
people, from paint and paint-pots u 
to the magnificent stone mortars tha 
must have required years to make. 
Where are the people or their de- 
seendants is an interesting problem. 
The last squaw was taken from 
San Nicholas Island some years 
ago, but San Clemente and 
Santa Catalina have not been 
inhabited within the memory of man. 
An aged Indian, claiming to be over 
100, informed me that the natives were 
encouraged to leave here by the 
padres, who gave them homes about 
the missions, so that they could con- 
vert them. Others claim that they 
were killed off by disease. Mexican 
Joe says that when he came here, back in 
the °50s, Indian dogs were still 
running wild on the island. It is 
somewhat curious that so little is 
known about so interesting a subject, 
and one that, now the island bids fair 
to be such a famous resort, will grow 
in interest every year. <ELP.

THE DEXTROUS TRADE OF 
GLOVE MAKING. 


How It Is Cut to Measure and How 
Made Up—Various Materials and 
a Legion of Styles—“The Bern- 
hardt,” “The Langtry,” “The 
Fauntleroy” and Others. 


“*Tadies’ and Gents’ Gloves Made to 
Order.’’ Strolling along Spring street, 
in the vicinity of the Hollenbeck thé 
other day, the above sign caught the 
eye of the TIMEs scribe, endowed with 
a roving commission to investigate, in 
turn, the different industries of the 
city. Something had turned up. To 
investigate ‘‘gloves’? was an instant 
resolution. 

Los Angeles and the Pacific Coast 
generally confine themselves to the 
manufacture of kid, dog, goat and 
buckskin gloves, Good gloves they 
are, too. It does not take long to con- 
vince one that the ‘‘home-made”’ arti- 
cle—which is tar from ‘‘homely’’—has 
in it twice the wear of the imported 
article. The business is one which 
meets with marked patronage from win- 
ter visitors and tourists, The present 
establishment is conducted wholly by 
ladies, who had delightfully littie to 
say about dull times, no doubt owing 
in a great degree to the superior char- 
acter of their product. 

The various kinds of leather aresu 

lied from tanneries in the North. 

ach variety comes of various thick- 
nesses, a8 well as in a variety of colors. 
The range of .material from which to 
select is, therefore, considerably wider 
than might at first be supposed. For 
superiority in tanning and delicacy of 
coloring, Paris still holds the lead in 
the preparation of kid skin, some ele- 

ant samples being exhibited, but Cali- 
omnia makes a very creditable show- 
ing, indeed. For dress and ‘“‘walking” 
gloves, kid, from its supple thinness, is 
the staple material, but for riding and 
driving use the heavier leathers are 
more in favor. 

In taking the size for a glove the 
width across the knuckles is first as- 
certained with a tape measure; then 
the distance between the forefinger 
and the base of thumb, the length of 
the different fingers and thumb, and 
lastly, the circumference of the wrist. 
A shape of thick, tough paper is now 
selected, corresponding to the measure- 
— When the fingers are spread 

“out flatly, the pattern, for even the 
smaller sizes, looks almost as crude as 

- the great woolen gloves generally worn 
over another pair by stage-coach driv- 
ers in stormy weather. The thumb, 
which is cut separately, presents a still 
more ungainly appearance, looking al- 
most as broad as long. 

The leather from which gloves are to 
be cut undergoes the simple prepara- 

- tion of having a damp cloth rolled up 
inside of it fora short time, for the 
el fe of making it moist. This ren- 

ers it capable of being stretched all 
that it will .before being cut, as, of 
course, to distend much after being 
made up would be unpardonable in the 
eyes of the wearer. ying the shape 
smoothly upon the skin,.the maker’ 
runs around the pattern with a pencil, 
a heart-shaped: opening being left for 
‘thethumb. Simply reversing the pat- 
tern makes the difference between the 
right and left hand. A sharp pair of 
scissors now comes into active 
glove is 


ng,’’ or orna- 
mentation upon the back, is run in, 
and in.a- surprisingly short time the 

glove assumes shape. Cuffs are cut 
om another set of patterns, the stiff- 

ness being obtained by the insertion 
of cardboard undér a lining. From 
first to last a glove can be made by 
hand in about two and a nalf hours. 
Persons who have met with accidents, 
entailing, perhaps, the loss of fingers, 
require special patterns cut for their 
own use, one shape being shown be- 
longing to a gentleman who had lost 
all but the forefinger of the left hand. 
The most elegant creation of a glove 
in existence is undoubtedly the ‘“‘opera 
kid.”’ It forms as indispensable an ad- 
junct to the costume of the boxes as the 
down-trimmed cloak or the feather- 
tipped fan. The number of shades of 
color in which this dainty class of- 
goods.is manufactured is almost legion 

—every separate strand of the rainbow 

running up and down the gamut of 

tints from the more pronounced to the 
most indefinite. The decree of the 

élite now in effect—the revival of a 
very old shape—demands its extension 
up the arm in_ soft wrinkles, 
a long way beyond the elbow, 
forming a very good _ substitute 
for the entirely lacking dress sleeve. 
But no one beyond the pale of ‘‘good 
society,’ as illustrated by Worth, 
could have the least idea of the prolific 
resources of design for such an ap- 
parently simple article of dress as a 
glove. Of course, so long as Nature ob- 
stinately refuses to deviate from her one 

old pattern for the human hand of sim- 
ply our fingers and a thumb, Fashion 

as not much new ground to work 
upon. But when the covering reaches 
the length of the wrist, then it is that 
the field opens wide before her, and 
she pledges her word that the tastes of 
her followers shall not cloy for lack of 

To the Princess of Wales belongs the 
credit of introducing the reaily desir- 
able prolongation of the walking glove, | 
coupled with a multiplicity of buttons. 
The style has held sway for a long 
time and shows no sign of diminution 
in popular favor. Then comes the 
“Bernhardt,” which is in reality an 
adaptation of the ‘“Opera,”’ with its 
easy, elegant folds. Ontanned kid, 
with its extreme softness, is particu- 
larly adapted for this glove. For rid- 
ing and driving wear, specially, we 
Have the “‘Langtry’’ cuff, a construc- 
tion much the same shape as a linen 
cuff, but rounded at the top. Later 
than this, again, comes the ‘Lord 
Fauntleroy,’’ more stylish and distin- 

uished still than the Langtry, with 
ts square form and peaked corner, 
reetening at the side, recalling to mind 
the highly ornate gauntlets of the cav- 
aliers in the day of the Charleses. The 
‘*military”’ resembles the Fauntleroy in 
but exhibits a tendency to ex- 
tend up to the elbow almost. The two 
latter shapes belong mere distinctively 
to the gentlemen, but ladies, particu- 
larly if of an equestrian turn of mind, 
appropriate the belongings of, the 
sterner sex without the slightest hesi- 
tation. For a lady who desires indi- 
viduality above everything else a ‘‘mil- 
itary,’ of chamois skin does duty won- 
well, 
“Perhaps you are not aware,’’ vol- 
unteered the glove-maker, ‘‘that law- 
yers and doctors adopt almost as ex- 
clusively as a gloves of buck- 
skin, mostly of the lighter weights. The 
very heaviest samples of that leather,”’ 
she continued, ‘tare patronized most 
by the men who handle iron, and rail- 
road and car men. The constant

Fashioh, 
it will readily be believed, has a word to 
Say as to the very fastening of 
a glove. The simple, natural 
button holds its own wonderfully well, 
though for a time it encountered a 
werful rival in the rather elegant 
acing cord. For gentlemen’s use 
quite a formidable outfit, comprising a 
rivet, clasp and ‘*washer,’’ all of metal, 
come into play. The machine for this 
detail of the work is a good deal like 
that used by shoemakers for eyeleting 
boots. It represented the only mascu- 
line-looking tool in the workroom. 
When completed the gloves are 
neatly folded down, finger by finger, 
and placed under a weight to press 
them into the desired form. This is 
styled “‘laying them off.” Like every- 
meme else, the surprising amount de- 
pends on the deft little finishing 
touches, and the glove owes not a little 
of its style to the d xterity of the hand 
through which it last passes.

WASHINGTON. 


Probabilities of an Extra Session of 
Congress. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—[Special Cor- 
respondence of THE TimEs.] An extra 
session of Congress, beginning in the 
early part of October, seems to be 
among the certainties of the coming 
political and social season at the capi- 
tal. That there is to be an extra session 
is generally regarded by those best 
situated to form a correct opinion as 
practically settled; they regard it as 
hardly debatable. About the only rea- 
son urged against it is that the Repub- 
lican party cannot afford to take the 
responsibility for such a session, and 
haye all the time Wasted over contested 
election cases with nothing to show for 
it. As a fact the chances are that 
little, if any, of the special session will 
be consumed with these cases. It will 
be almost impossible to go through any 
of them in the short time that session 
would allow. Their. settlement. has 
nothing to do with the organization of 
the House in the start. That relates 
to the question of party strength, to be 
decided afterward. Any amount of 
work may be set in motion and consid- 
erable may be accomplished before any 
of these cases are reported from the 
Committee on Elections. In each case 
there are hundreds, in some thousands, 
of pages of testimony. to go over before 
@ report can be made,and besides that, 
there are the arguments of the attor- 
neys on each side and all sorts of post- 
ponements and delays. The ordinary 
business of the House does not have to 
await the decision of these cases.

from the first, thus breaking McKin- 
ley’s solid delegation. One of the 
Michigan men is said to be talking 
very doubtfully. These things make 
the Maine man’s chances seem rather 
bright. There is not so much cer- 
tainty about it, however, as to take 
away the interest in the contest. The 
southern men might decide that they 
did not want Reed, and all sorts of 
things might happen. A black horse 
might carry off the prize at the last 
moment. 

The southern men are going to com- 
and act together in the organiza- 
tion of the next House in a very 
definite manner.

WHY SHOULD LOS ANGELES IN- 
CUR THIS IMMENSE DEBT? 


An Additional Burden of $15,000,000 
in Assessments Sought to Be Im-} 
posed on Taxpayers — Extrava- 
gant Features of the Scheme Ex-: 
posed. 


Those who have the best interests of 
the city at heart do not wish to see the 
municipality unreasonably incum- 
bered. The proposed indebtedness for 
alleged sewerage will amount to nearly 
$1,300,000. The present indebtedness 
is about $500,000. It has taken a third 
of a century to accumulate this debt, 
and now it is proposed to add to it the 
enormous sum above mentioned. We 
know that taxes are already heavy. 
The City Board of Equalization (so- 
cailed) found it necessary to arbitrarily 
raise the valuation of property on three. 
of our principal streets in order to get 
enough money, under the dollar-limit. 
rule, to run the city for the current 
fear; and even now it is probable that 
there wili be a ghortage in several of 


the current year. How much money then 
will 1t be necessary to raise per annum 
in order to meet the obligations which 
will be imposed upon us if these bonds 
are voted? 

THE ADDITIONAL ANNUAL BURDEN. 
The sewer bond issue and the school 
bond issue in the aggregate will 
amount to nearly $1,500,000. The Con- 
stitution requires that provision be 
made before any bonded indebtedness 
is incurred for the collection of an 
annual tax sufficient to pay the inter- 
est accumulating on the bonds, and to 
provide for sinking fund for their ulti- 
mate liquidation. The interest on the 
proposed bond issue would amount an- 
nually to about $75.000. The sinking 
fund tax would reach the same sum. 
This would mean $150,000 additional 
outgo. Atl percent. this represents 
$15,000,000 worth of property. How 
would the taxpayers of this city like it 
if the City Board of Equalization had 
this year added $15,000,000 to the roll? 
And while the value of property in 
this city may increase, yet the annual 
expenses will alsoincrease. There are 
few instances where has gone 
greatly in debt and yet has been able to 
successfully extricate itself without 
loss or reputation of credit. The ad- 
vocates of the present vlan declare 
that it will injure Los Angeles if it is 
known that she will not unreasonably 
mortgage herself. This argument is 
certainly very weak. Prudent and 
reliable people—and we want such in 
this city—will prefer to buy property 
where taxation is reasonable, and 
where it is not thought wise to borrow 
in order to have good times. It is said 
that the bonds will be issued in three 
blocks, but if the sewers are to be 
built forthwith—and such is _ the 
promise+-the blocks will be very close 
together. 

THE STORM SEWER MATTER.

It will be 
large enough to furnish a refuge for 
all the tramps in the State, and in 
summer it is not to be devoted to any 
other use. Nor will it be of any use in 
winter as far as the sewage is con- 
cerned, for the reason that if the out- 
fall sewer is big enough to carry away 
the refuse in summer it could perform 
the same work in winter. 5, 

Moreover, the Flower and Ninth- 
street storm sewer is at its commence- 
ment oval 4 feet by 6 feet; it then in- 
creases to 4 feet 10 inches by 7 teet3 
inches; it is then increased to 5 feet: by 


7 feet 6 inches, then it becomes circu. 


lar 7 feet 6 inches, and increases toS 
feet circular’ at Alameda street, and 
then 9 feet circular to the Los Angeles 
River.

alleged storm-water sewer of Flower 
and Ninth streets made of such enor- 
mous dimensions that any* intelligent 
man can see at once that the object is 
to take away the storm water, which 
is an injury to a few property-owners, 
and which will also be somewhat dis- 
agreeable to the cable-road company, 
and to conduct the water to the river 
at public expense. It is to be so large 
that it would take half the water of 
=e Los Angeles River to keep it 
clear. 

There are two great jobs 1n this pro- 
posed plan—one the outfall sewer, the 
other the storm-water scheme. 

WHAT A LEGITIMATE SEWER SYSTEM 
, WOULD cost. 

The present plan involves an expendi- 
ture within the city limits of $332,000, 
which can be called legitimate sewer- 
age. Add to that another $100,000 
and we will still be $68,000 short o 
half amillion. We will then have all 
our sewage at the city boundary, and 
there it will be taken by the owners of 
the Nadeau ranch, by the proprietor of 
the Tweedy ranch, by the South Side 
Irrigation Company and others, who 
are prepared to covenant and agree 
that they will take care of it for 10 or 
20 years, or for even a longer period of 
time. Let it be admitted that the city 
may have to pay $50,000 or $60,000 to 
assist those who take the sewage in 
conducting it upon their premises; this 
will bring the total cost inside of half 
a million dollars. In this way we'ma 
save the whole cost of the’ outfall 
sewer and nearly $400,000 besides. In 
other words, the work which it is pro- 
posed todo for about $1,300,000 can 
be done just as efficiently for $700,000 
or $800,000, and a most valuabie fer- 
tilizer saved. 

Is it not worth while to keep this 
money? Cannot the taxpayers handle 
it as well as the Council? ho knows 
whether the sewers will be completed 
for even $1,280,000? Who guarantees 
this? Has our City Engineer ever con- 
ducted or carried on any such colossal 
work as this? Has he ever had sucha 
contract on his hands in his life? .Sup- 
pose he is 50 per cent. out of the: way, 
who will take care of the conse- 
quences? If contractors fail and 
bondsmen become insolvent, will the

A LOS ANGELAN'S INVESTIGA- 
TIONS EAST. 


A General Impression That the Bot- 
tom Has Dropped Out of Los An- 
geles in a Business Way — The 
Northern Coast Beating Us in 
Advertising. 


Ralph E. Hoyt, president of the 
California Codperative Colony, and 
Henry Harrison of the same company 
returned from the East a few days ALO, 
where they have spent several weeks in 
the interests of colonization. Mr. 
Hoyt was seen last evening by a [mes 
reporter, and asked to make some 
statements as to the feeling among 
rastern people toward California, and 
the prospects for immigration hither 
during the coming season. ‘The first 
question propounded was: 

“What points in the East did you 
visit?” 

“We spent most of our five weeks 
absence,” said Mr. Hoyt, ‘in Chicago 
and Pittsburgh, but also visited numer- 
ous small places contiguous to those 
cities, thus coming in contact with a 
great many people, of various occupa- 
tions and conditions, to whom we 
talked California as effectively as , we 
knew how, publicly and privately.’ 

‘‘What was the prevailing sentiment 
concerning this country?”’ 

“So far as we could learn it was 
favorable. At my old. home, Chicago, 
innumerable questions were asked, 
and the answers were eagerly listened 
to. Of course very Many erroneous 
impressions were found to exist, and 
the people’s minds can be digabused of 
such impressions only by the presenta- 
tion of actual facts trom trustworthy 
sources. The opinion prevails quite 
generally that the bottom has dropped 
out of Southern California, and that it 

j$%a dead country, so far as business 
and growth are concerned, though 
everybody is disposed to think that 
this region has ‘a fine climate.’ But 
in spite of erroneous notions derived 
from oft-reiterated falsehoods about 
this country, the people east, as a rule, 

‘I think, can readily be made to under- 
stand the real situation in Southern 
California, if proper efforts are made 
to enlighten them. Countless thou- 
sands, especially in the farming dis- 
tricts, are sorely dissatisfied with their 
conditions in the East and are longing 
for a better country. Their thoughts 
are turning toward California and 
Washington Territory. The ‘webfoot 
country’ has been and is now being 
liberally advertised in all prominent 
points of the East, and the results crop 
outin the form of comparisons be- 
tween Washington and California—to 
the positive disparagement of the lat- 
ter. Such comparisons are usually 
made by persons who have never seen 
either country and whose opinion 1s 
based upon the great preponderance of 
evidence which they have read and 
heard in favor of tke _ north- 
ern country. Thousands will 
s00n be preparing to strike out for the 
Pacific Coast, either as settlers, pras- 
pectors or pleasure-seekers. They will 
either go to Washington and Oregon, 
or they will come to California. If 
proper efforts are made soon Los An- 
geles county can get a large percentage 
of those people and hold them here. 
But the water-soaked North has been 
getting far ahead of us in the matter of 
advertising its attractions in the East. 
We have here the best country on 
earth, and we should be more energetic 
in making the fact known where it will 
do the mdst good. The Santa Fé) 
Railroad, with its well-equipped trains, 
making the distance between Los An- 
geles in four days, without change of 
sleeping cars, gives Southern California | 
an important advantage over the 
northern regions.” 

“What are ees chances for 

getting the World’s Fair?” 

‘Excellent, I think. If well-directed 
efforts, backed by millions of money, 
can win the prize, Chicago’s chances 
are good. I think that is the place for 
the big show, for various reasons. Peo- 
ple there seem to feel quite sure of 
getting it. They are already talking 
as if it were a fixed fact. Meanwhile, 
extensive preparations are being made 

‘for the forthcoming Interstate Exposi- 
tion, which will be the last one in that 
city prior to the World’s Fair of 1892.
